terway will cost millions of dollars and 
whether the revenue to be derived wi'l 
justify the expense is to be determined 
in a report now being prepared at (>leve-

"Those who complain because I do 
not give out more information concern- 
ing my report are not familiar -n-ith the 
purpose of the report," Captain Watkins 
explained. 
"There is no secrecj' about 
this thing, but fr^re is nothing to give 
out at this time. My report is not final 
and any number of 
changes may be

while in England (which has the same 
need now of efficiency) the drink busi- 
ness ¡3 privately owned, 


Frederic C. Howe tells in liis book. 
"The British City," that 
the license 
privilege alone in London is capitalized 
for about 500 million dollars. 
Kansas 
City can understand what that is by re- 
calling tlie recent order of tlie police 
commissioners 
canceling 
the brewers' 
assumed right to hold unused licenses 
and transfer them. 
But instead of a 
few brewers owning 
a few 
licenses, 
great fortunes, like tJiat" of the Cecil 
family (to whicli Arthur Balfour be- 
longs) 
are invested largely 
in these 
English rights to sell liquor. 
And that 
is only a small part of the property 
riglits in the English liquor traffic—the 
privilege of taking profits by undermin- 
ing the physical and moral strength of 
the British nation.

desires of Good. God was sorry that 
Saul had proved himself unworthy. 
A half-way obedience of Ood's com-

men of the Bible It Is said that they 
rose early, Abraham, Gideon, Joshua, 
Job.

conscience is often covered by a great 
show of piety (v. 13), but such aota 
cannot stifle the convlctjj^p of the 
heart nor deceive the righteous judga.

"In infancy 
and old age it is sometimes fatal. It 
often means a direct loss of work;

dle ear it seta up an abeoeas that may 
affect the antrum back of the ear, a hol- 
low bonie so close to the brain aa to be 
dangerous when infected.

Recent Ruling of a Kansas 


Court BCay Mislead 


the Public. 


Washington, April 2.—Many of 
the 
press conunents on the decision of the 
United States district court, rendered 
March 20, at Topeka, Kas., holding that 
the federal migratory bird law ig iia- 
constitutional, according to the United 
States department of agriculture, are 
erroneoua and are apt to mislead the 
public concerning the real situation in 
this matter. 


The Kansas decision, like a former 
decision to the same eflTect in the east- 
ern district of Arkansas, is limited in 
its operation solely to the district in 
which it was rendered. 
Neither deci- 
sion settles or nullifies the law, 
and 
tlie exact contrary has been held by the 
United States district court for South 
Dakota. 
Tlie Arkansas case has been 
appealed to, and is now pending in, the 
United States supreme court. 
The act 
of congress protecting migratory birds 
stands effective until the supremo court 
finally decides the question of its con- 
stitutionality. 
In the meantime, it is 
incumbent on every law-abiding citi- 
zen to observe its provisions and the 
regulations. 
It is the duty of the de- 
partment of agriculture to enforce this 
law and the oflicials in charge will en- 
deavor to do so as long as it is in force. 
Reports of violations will be carefully 
investigated and when suflScient 
evi- 
dence is secured they will be reported 
for prosecution. 
In this connection it 
should not be forgotten that an offender 
against this, as in the case of 
other 
United States laws, ia Bubject to prose- 


cution any time within three years from 
the date the offense is committed.

self and not as a part of a conspiracy. 


Tlie three defendants. Shea, Smith and 
Walsh. Avere seated together. 
Walsh, 
with head erect, watched each gesture 
of his attorney when the latter spoke of 
him, but Smith and Shea sat with boAved 
heads when Mr. Orbison dealt with the 
evidence against them. 


Other Attorneys Follow. 


John H. Kiplinger, who came into the 
case only last Tuesday as attorney for 
William 
O'Donnell, 
followed 
Orbison. 
who had spoken more than two hours. 
He said he spoke for only O'Donnell, but 
not against any of the other twenty- 
seven defendants. He said the evidence 
did not mention O'Donnell in connection 
with registration and that 
the 
main 
testimony against him was that he con- 
ducted a saloon, in which Shea is al- 
leged to have bought votes, and some 
times visited the polls on election day. 
He asserted the government had 
not 
made a case against his client. 


Mr. Kiplinger spoke only a short time 
and was followed by Finley P. Mount; 
attorney for Arthur' Gillis, the progres- 
sive member of the registration and elec- 
tion board in one of the redUght ^strict 
precincts, where almost thrice the num- 
ber of legal voters was registered and 
voted. 
Mr. Mount also admitted there 
was a conspiracy in Terre Haute, but 
asserted his client was not connected 
with it. He said he admitted the con- 
spiracy because eighty-eight persons had 
pleaded guilty to the charge. 
He also 
dealt with the rules of laAv that a de- 
fendant is presumed to be innocent un- 
til proven guilty and that 
conviction 
cannot be made on the uncorroborated 
testimony of co-defendants. 


Opening of Arguments. 
The first argument In support of the 
government's 
prosecution 
of the Terre 
Haute election conspiracy case was pre- 
sented to the Jury in the federal court 
yesterday by Milton W. Mangrus, assistant 
district attorney, and today the defense 
began a 
ten 
hour 
argument for 
the 
twenty-eight men on trial. The arguments 
were begun following the completion of 
rebuttal testimony by the government and 
with the announcement that the defense 
would offer nothing more. 


Each side will be given ten hours for 
argument. 
The defense will consume six 
hours today and the remaining four to- 
morrow, and District Attorney Dailey will 
conclude for the government on Monday. 
The 
case will then be given to the j i n r . 
From present Indications it seems possible 
a vendlct could be reached on Monday aft- 
ernoon, althofugrh there Is a probability of 
the final end being delayed beyond that 
time. 


Motions Are Overruled. 


At the conclusion of the presentation of 
all the evidence motions to instruct the 
Jury to return verdicts of not guilty In 
favor of seven of the defendants were 
presented 
to Judge Anderson, 
but 
the 
court overrtiled all of them,

Foresees Big Increase in 
Business in Coming 
Six Months. 


(By Gilson Gardner.) 


Washington, April 2.—A big increase 
in business and prosperity is foreseen 
within the ne.xt six months Jby FrankUn 
K Ijane, secretary of tlie interior. 
Mr. 
Lane calls attention to the big jump 
in orders for steel and iron products, 
motors and foodstuffs for export. These 
he predicts will be followed by demands 
in domestic and foreign markets 
for 
American-made clothes, hats and other 
articles, which have heretofore been in 
part imported from England, Austria, 
Germany and France. 
The country, he 
says, is suffering from the great shock 
which was caused to our credits by the 
war. 
This, however, is gradually be- 
coming adjusted and it only remains for 
the American business man to take hia 
courage in both hands and the capital 
which is no wacculatinp in the banks 
and reap the harvest which has been 
prepared for him by tbe unfortimate na 
tions across the ocean.

esting History.

"In March,. 1814, Qrwit Britain, Aus- 


tria, Russia and Prussia entered into a 
treaty binding them to stand together 
tmtifpeeee WHS concluded. A little less 
than three months later France, with 
Mapoleon beaten, entered into a secret 
agreement with these powers 
giving 


them the disposition of all countries 
which the Little Corporal's fall had lib- 
erated from French control. 


"The allies decided to hold a congress 


at Vienna for the distribution of the 
spoils of "the war. 
As soon as they 


met there Great Britain. Austria, Rus- 
sia ami Prussia decided that they would 
first settle all controversies themselves, 
and then call in Fratic* and Spain to 
ratify what they had done. France was 
represented by'Talleyrand, and he clc- 
clared that France would never give its 
assent to such a course of procedure. 
Sweden and Portugal were finally added 
as members of the. congress, and it -was 
not long itn'il. bones of contention -wore 
thrown into the arena of debate upon 
which fhn four allic? could 
reach no 


agreement among themselves. One of 
thc?c was the question of the disposi- 
tion flf- Jraxony «nti Poland.

tion to the war. England, through it* 
leading representative, Lord 
Castle?

"The diplomatic ww continued for a 


number of months -with England stand- 
ing by France, her late enemy, against 
Russia, her recent ally. Finally, with 
Russia showing no signs of yielding: 
France, A\tttria and Great Britain en- 
tered into a secret treaty of defense, 
the purpose of which was to force Rus- 
sia to terms. The allies probably would 
thus have fought among themselves at 
that time, just as the ullies did after 
the Balkan war a few years ago, had 
not Napoleon reappeared on the scent 
of action as their common enemy again. 


""The outcome of tho bickerings in 


the congress resulted in Austria and 
Prussia retaining most of their Polish 
dominion*, with tiie remainder going to 
Kussia under an 
agreement that it 


should be A s«psratc kir.gdom. ruled by 
the war of Russia, according to its own 
constitution. Switzerland wai» given a 
constitution: Hfcly retain*! I-omlwrd? 
and Yenetia; and Holland kept Belgium 
Luxemburg and T.intbmg. Sweden, los- 
inp Finland to Russia: secured 


as compensation. 


"England made a proposal that tha 


slave trade of T-Surope should be abolish- 
ed, which resulted in a declaration of 
abolition, lea/ring each country free to 
fix its own date of abolition. 


"It was the purpose of the English 


representatives to secure a. solemn guar- 
antee from the members of the con- 
gress to make collective war on .any 
nation th»t might undertake to disturb 
the agreement of partition. This plan 
partook something of the nature of nn 
international court such as is today rec- 
ommended by many peace advocates. 
But the rettsrn of Kapolcon forced the 
adjournment of the congress, almost be- 
fore it had parceled out the territory 
at issue. *nd -wholly before it could t»be 
up and adjust 
thoee matter* which 


might o*ve the more folly m*de for 
permanent peace."

affix a five-cent stamp instead of the 
regular domestic stamp. While domestic 
rates to Germany have not been offi- 
cially suspended the war has so restrict- 
ed the mailing routes that the local offi- 
cials feel thh.t there are serious doubts 
about mail getting through, especially 
unless it conforms to the general for- 
eign mailing conditions.

morning Samuel hastened to acquaint 
Saul with Jehovah's message. It la 
remarkable of how many of the great 
men of the Bible It Is said that they 
rose early, Abraham, Gideon, Joshua, 
Job, Jacob, Moses, etc., not to forget 
our Lord Jesus. 
' 


Samuel'* Rebuke, w. 13-11. It 


must have been a striking; teen* when 
the aged Nazarite prophet faced tha 
proud but recreant king. A guilty! 
conscience is often covered by a great 
show of piety (v. 13), but such act* 
cannot gtiflo the convictjga of tut 
heart nor deceive the righteous Judge, 
Sin proclaims itself even as Samuel'* 
sharp question 
brought conviction 


from the lips of Saul (r, 14; Prov. 
28:13). Saul thought to deceive Sam- 
uel by using a falsehood (v. 15). Tat, 
only safe course is to confess our 
eln« (P«. 32:15; I. John 1:9). 
There 


is an Interesting suggestion in th« 
way Saul uses the impersonal "they" 
and "we" In verse 15, as if to lay, 
the guilt of his acts upon others. It 
is easy for the sinner to blame others 
and aeek to minimize his own guilt 
(Horn. 14:12). Verse 9 clearly in- 
dicates why Saul and the people had 
spared the best of the cattle. To use 
a part only for God and the rest for 
self In direct disobedience to God's 
rights.or the rights of others is to 
Incur, his righteous wrath (vv. 22, 23). 


III. Saul'i Self-Rejection, w. 20-23. 


God set Saul aside because he had 
rejected the right and chose the 
wrong. 
Face to face with his sin 


Saul could not dodge the Issue. Sam- 
uel'u "wherefore" (T. 19) must have 
aroused Saul's guilty conscience. It 
Is a question which should reach every 
tempted soul. Samuel characterized 
Saul's sin as being due to stubborn- 
ness, rebellion, disobedience and a re- 


., j jectlon of God (v. 19). 
Again Raul 


,!,seeks to evade his responsibility (vv. 


20, 21). Then Samuel speaks plainly 
(v. 22) comparing his sin of disobedi- 
ence with, .witchcraft, stubbornness, 
iniquity .and idolatry. Plainly he tells 
Saul. "Because thou hast rejected the 
word of tho Lord, he hath also reject- 
ed thee from being king" (v, 23), 


Driven thus to a corner Saul made 


a confession of his guilt (v. .24) but 
spoiled It all by acknowledging that 
he had greater fear of the people than, 
of God.

The unchanging God 


hates sin. which Is unchangeable, has 
condemned it on the Cross that the 
guilty sinner may live. 


The persistence of sin, the tra-

culmination, of Easter for, "By the 
obedience of one shall many be made, 
righteous" (Rom. 5:19). 


The whole root of Saul's trouble 


was his attitude towards the word of 
God. 
Every man's destiny hinges 


upon what he does with the Living 
Incarnate Word.

which it was rendered. Neither deci- 
sion settles or nullifies the law, 
and 


the exact contrary has been held by the 
United States district court for South 
Dakota. 
Tim Arkansas case has been 


appealed to, and is now pending in, the 
United States supreme court. The act 
of congress protecting migratory birds 
stands effective until the supreme court 
finally decides the question of its con. 
stitutionality. 
Tn the meantime, it i' 


incumbent on every law-abiding cit.i 
zen 1o obnervn its provisions and th 
regulations. It is the duty of tbe de 
partment of agriculture to enforce this 
law and the officials in charge, will en- 
deavor to do so as long as it is in force. 
Reports of violations will be carefully 
investigated and when sufficient 
evi- 


dence is secured they will be reported 
for prosecution. In this connection it 
should not be forgotten that an offender

27:26—Then released ho Barabbns unto them; and 


when he had scourged Jesus, he delivered Ilim to bo crucified. 
In the castle of Antonio, at Jerusalem, is Barabbas, bound with heavy fet- 


ters, for he is a dangerous man, and it would mean death to more than ono Ro- 
man soldier if he should make his escape. 


He was the captain of mi insurgent robber bund, and had caused the gov- 


ernment much trouble, for ho hud long resisted and'dclied'its authority.

of death hud been pronounced upon hi m. In tlin dark solitude, of his dungeon

There ia not bins I" break the era/inn monotony of those closing days except 
when once in twenty-lour hours bis brutal jailer brings his allowance of bread 
and water, in those silent hours memory unrolls the scroll of life. Time aft- 
er time cornea before him. like the scenes of a panorama. 


He is back again in his happy boyhood, in a homo of love, with father and 


mother and brothers and sisters. He remembers 
his boyish, ambitions and

face, from the crown of thorns on His brow, and His flesh clotted from the 
Hwt'ul scourging He has just received! And Pilate, pointing to Him, says: "Be- 
hold the mail!" 


At that sight tin: heart of Barabbas becomes like ithat of a little child, 


and his eyes art a fountain of tears. The wickedness and bitterness that fill- 
ed him su long arc gone and he loves th« Man who stands before him more 
than be ever loved his own soul. Stretching out bin hands toward Him he 
cries: ".Master! Master! 1 love you! I love you for taking my place!" And 
1 can ser the face of Jesus brighten with a look of ineffable peace as He lifts 
His eyes and seems to look into the very soul of the robber .captain, whose 
gratitude cheers Him as He goes to the cross.
